Ruth Duff: 100 years and still going strong

“Life isn’t about find¬ 
ing yourself. Life is about 
creating yourself.” These 
words are very true and 
are words we should 
all live by but one local 
woman doesn’t need any¬ 
one to tell her about life 
she knows all about cre¬ 
ating herself and could 
teach us all a few things. 

As I have grown I 
have always heard with 
age comes wisdom and 
for Ruth Duff age has 
brought many things 
happiness, wisdom, and 
experiences many of us 
could only read about. 

Ruth Duff was born on 
March 28, 1912 and will 
celebrate her 100th birth¬ 
day this year. When asked 
what the secret to such a 
long and happy life was 
Ruth simply stated, “The 
Lord”. She has been a 
Christian for 50 years 
and has not missed many 
Sunday services, she said 
she loves church and still 
reads her Bible. 

Ruth Duff is the daugh¬ 
ter of the late Will and 
Emmy Ledford. She grew 
up on a farm in Slade 
where she resided until 
the age of 16. Ruth was 
one of eleven children. In 
1928 at the age of 16 
Ruth married George L. 
Duff whom she grew up 
with. 



Ruth is the mother of 
nine children, Marcella, 
Monella, Patrick Ray, 
the late Norma, Betty 
Faye Spencer, the late 
Roger, Carolyn, Donald, 
and Joyce. She had her 
first eight children in her 
home and her youngest 
at Clark County Hospital. 
Ruth said she raised her 
family in a coal camp dur¬ 
ing their time in Perry 
County. She would keep 
boarders to make extra

After they married they 
took the train to Perry 
County where they would 
begin life as a married 
couple. In 1930 Ruth gave 
birth to her first children 
who were twins. She 
explained that when they 
would cry so would she. 
She said, “I was a child 


myself and I didn’t have 
my mom there to help 
me I learned it all on my 
own, I didn’t know what 
to do with twins so I just 
cried and rocked them.” 
She learned quick how to 
take care of her children 
and added a few more to 
her family. 


money. 

She said some of the 
scariest moments she 
could remember was 
hearing the whistle 
blow. She said when the 
whistle blew it meant 
someone had been hurt 
so everyone would rush 
down to see if it was their 
family. She said her hus¬ 
band was injured once in 
a mine rock fall and that 
was the scariest thing she 
remembers happening in 
her life. 

In 1948 Ruth and her 
family moved back to 
Powell County where she 
still resides today. She 
lived on a farm where she 
raised her own chickens 
and cows for butter, eggs, 
and milk. Duff never held 
a public job, she said she 
worked for two weeks as

Breathitt couple pleads guilty, one 
other will face grand jury in false

A strange turn of events 
has landed a Lexington 
woman into the Powell 
County court system 
after she tried to put her¬ 
self between a friend and 
police officers. According 
to police, Janet Fox, 51, 
was arrested after she 
allegedly assaulted a 
Powell County deputy last 
Thursday as he was try¬ 
ing to execute an arrest 
warrant on Donna Rose 
of Stanton. 

To make matters more 
bizarre, police state that 
Fox is an advocate against 
domestic violence. Now 
she is facing charges that 
seem to contradict her 
stand. 

According to police 
reports, Powell County 
Deputies Matt Reed and 
Mike Townsend, Stanton 
Police Sgt. James Watson 
and Clay City Police Sgt. 
James Kirk were all 
on scene at a house on 
Stanton Road in Stanton. 
Reed was attempting to 
execute a warrant on 
Rose, 29, for endangering 
the welfare of a minor 
and third degree criminal 
abuse. 

Deputy Townsend had 
obtained the warrant for 
Rose stating that she had 
been given custody of her

16 year old child through 
an Emergency Protection 
Order against her hus¬ 
band, who was not named 
in the warrant. 

Townsend, follow¬ 
ing information he had 
received, stated in the war¬ 
rant that Rose “unlawful¬ 
ly endangered the welfare 
of a minor and commit¬ 
ted the offense of neglect 
and abuse by abandoning 
her 16 year old and by 
not providing food, shel¬ 
ter and supervision.” The 
warrant also stated that 
the child had been “forced 
to reside with relatives 
and friends.” 

As Reed and Watson 
were executing the war¬ 
rant on Rose at her home, 
Fox intervened. According 
to Reed’s report, Fox got 
in between himself and 


Rose. 

The report, supported 
by other officers witness¬ 
ing the incident, stated 
that Fox “struck” Reed 
in the chest. As Reed 
attempted to arrest her 
Fox allegedly was “swing¬ 
ing” at him. Police say 
after she was arrested 
that Fox refused to give 
them any information 
about herself. 

Sources close to the 
situation indicated 
that Fox is an advocate 
against domestic violence. 
However, the Times called 
the Bluegrass Domestic 
Violence Program in 
Lexington and were 
advised that Fox was not 
an advocate for them. 
The Times attempted to 
reach Fox, but there was 
no information available 
about her other than the 
fact she signed the surety 
bond for Rose to release 
her from jail. 

Fox and Rose both went 
before Powell District 
Judge Kenny Profitt last 
Friday. Fox was released 
on her own recognizance. 
She is due back in court 
on March 20 for a prelim¬ 
inary hearing. Fox agreed 
to the date, according 
to court records, so she 
would have time to obtain 
an attorney’s services. 

Rose will also be back 
in district court on March 
20 to face her charges.

However, the acts of kind¬ 
ness in return for the 
unselfish and very gener¬ 
ous gift the students gave 
to those in need kept com¬ 
ing in. Whitaker Bank 
and Darrell Billings of 
Tanner Dodge also pre¬ 
sented the students with 
$1,700 to put toward 
their trip.

Family provided the stu¬ 
dents with lunch last 
Friday, Ale-8 provided 
them with Ale-8’s for 
snack, Melinda Nolan of 
Blessings Floral Design 
donated $100 toward 
their trip as well as pizza 
for the students, and 
Dustin Billing and his 
wife also donated toward 
the student’s trip as well. 

“Our owner, Kelley 
Healy saw this on the 
news and called saying 
we had to do something to 
honor these kids,” Sharon 
Colvin, an area manager 
for the Healy family and 


the McDonalds that the 
family runs in several 
counties. “He is a kind 
hearted man and he loves 
giving back to the com¬ 
munity. He was touched 
by the kid’s willingness to 
give up their trip to help 
others, so he wanted to 
help them.” 

Many of the students 
seemed to be surprised by 
the outpouring of support 
and the help they have 
received for just helping 
others.

“It’s like the 
movie ‘Pay it Forward’ if 
we help others maybe the 
good deeds will keep on 
going,” Emily Branham 
reasoned.

But Kelby Rose may 
have put it best. Rose 
spent that dreadful after¬ 
noon and evening in his 
grandmother’s basement 


as the storms skimmed 
across the county. 

“We raised the money to 
go to Kings Island and we 
looked forward to going. 
Then we started think¬ 
ing about all the people 
hit by the tornadoes and 
we felt sorry for them. 
We just wanted to help 
them out so we donated 
our money,” Rose said, 
explaining the situation 
in a manner beyond his 
years. “The storm went 
right past us. We’re left 
standing so we’re the ones 
who need to help. It could 
have easily been us.” 

As for all the attention 
that he and his classmates 
are receiving for doing 
what they thought was 
right, Rose is a little sur¬ 
prised. “It’s sort of crazy. I 
really don’t know what to 
think,” Rose added. 

These students are a 
great reminder that no 
matter what may go on 
in the world today there 
is hope in our future and 
that there are still many 
good people out there. In 
a community such as ours 
it is imperative that we 
reach out and help those 
who need it most. 

The fifth graders at 
Bowen Elementary per¬ 
formed a kind, and self¬ 
less act expecting nothing 
in return they gave up 
something that meant a 
lot to them to help others.

prescription scam

Three people from 
Breathitt County who 
were charged with try¬ 
ing to obtain prescrip¬ 
tions at Kroger were in 
Powell District Court 
last Friday. Two of them 
pleaded guilty and were 
sentenced, while the third 
will be bound over to the 
Powell Grand Jury. 

Stanton Police Sgt. 
Greg Conner was called 
to the Kroger store in 
Stanton back on Feb. 24 
after being alerted that 
three people were trying 
to obtain medications by 
having someone other 
than a doctor or a doctor’s 
staff members call in three 
prescriptions for them. 
When Conner arrived, he 
placed Carolyn Combs, 
Stanley Combs and Hank 
Collins under arrest. He 
charged all three of them 
with three counts of try¬ 
ing to obtain a prescrip¬ 
tion by fraud. All three 
were placed in the Powell 
County Detention Center. 
They were placed on 
$10,000 bonds, 10 percent 
could be paid to release 
them. 

When the three went to 
court last week, Carolyn 
Combs, 33, and her hus-

band, Stanley Combs, 37, 
pleaded guilty to a lower 
charge of facilitation 
attempt to obtain pre¬ 
scription by fraud. Both 
were sentenced to 60 days 
in jail which was then 
conditionally discharged 
for 12 months. As part 
of the conditions for the 
discharge both of them 
must not commit another 
offense, pay the cost of the 
hearing and testify truth¬ 
fully in the case against 
the third party. 

The third party, Collins, 
27, had his case bound 
over to the grand jury. 
Court records indicated 
that Powell District Judge 
Kenny Profitt found that 
there was enough evi-

dence for probable cause. 
The grand jury will meet 
again later this month.

It was a good read on 
getting back to basics 
and how a young lady 
from the city fell in love 
with an organic farmer 
and the dirty way of life 
in the country. I also 
noticed a change in atti¬ 
tude when we received 
the March issue of Hobby 
Farms magazine, which 
we receive at home. 

On the front cover 
of the magazine was a 
beautiful rooster crowing 
at the top of his lungs. 
Inside the magazine, read 
from cover to cover, was 
a lengthy article about 
raising your own chick¬ 
ens, especially “specialty” 
chickens on small farms. 

Since that issue came 
out amid the cold of win¬ 
ter, that is all I heard. 
“We really need some 
chickens” she would say. 
My response was usually, 
“Why”? 

To make a long story 
short, we hopped in the 
red pickup truck on 
Saturday, March 19 and 
ended up in Crab Orchard 
for the annual Lincoln 
County Produce Auction 
spring consignment sale. 

This is the first time 
either of us had been 
there, and if you ever 
need to go to an auction, 
this is the place to be. 

The weather was good 
that day and there had 
to be over 1,000 people 
there. This is an Amish/ 
Mennonite run auction, 
so there is a wide variety 
of stuff to choose from. 

Once we parked in the 
20 acre wheat field, we 
realized there was not 
only one, but actually five 
or six auctions going on 
at the same time. 

There was one with old 
farm machinery, one with 
household items, and 
one with hay and horse 
drawn equipment. I was 
interested primarily in 
the one where they were 
selling plants, but my 
wife ended up in the barn 
where they were selling 
poultry, and small farm 
animals. I knew we were 
in trouble at this point. 

I stayed in the area 
where they were selling 
trees, cabbage plants and 


pansies, primarily. Every 
once in a while I would 
venture over to where 
they were selling furni¬ 
ture, bidding with my 
number for the first time, 
I made the final bid on 
a wooden porch swing-a 
Mother's Day present for 
my mom. 

My second successful 
bid was for a couple of 
English roses for $5 each. 
I decided to take them to 
the truck in the back of 
the 20 acre wheat field. 

On the way to the truck, 
I passed the poultry shed 
with the 500 or so inhab¬ 
itants thereof , one of 
which, to my shock and 
amazement, was my wife, 
on the front row, with a 
buff rooster in her lap, 
crowing his brains out! 

“What are you doing 
here?“ I asked. “What 
does it look like? I'm buy¬ 
ing me some chickens,” 
she replied. 

I told her there was 
somewhat of a problem, 
because all she had was a 
rooster. “I'm just getting 
started,” she snipped. I 
was afraid of that. We 
moved the buff rooster to 
the outside area-parking 
lot for poultry and she 
made sure that I watched 
him, so as no one might 
take off with her prized 
$4 purchase. 

She was in the auction 
mode, ears back and eyes 
wide with excitement. 
She was on a roll. 

What she did not know 
was that chickens are 
expensive and many 
other people out there 
are looking for them as 
well. She had her eyes on 
a group of Rhode Island 
reds, but stopped short at 
$8 each. 

She bid on silkies, to 
no avail, and the pretty 
Wyandottes were well 
out of reach as well. She 
finally made another 
final bid for eight dollars 
on a wired box with two 
Rhode Island red hens. 
She just needed three or 
four more and she would 
have her chicken/auction 
fix for the day. 

She waited patiently. 
She bid but was out-bid 
for what seemed an hour. 


Finally in one of the final 
offers of the day was a 
lone box with three green 
legged chickens. She was 
determined to get her 
chickens and go home. 
Making the final bid, she 
was excited, but soon 
realized one of her chick¬ 
ens was actually another 
rooster. Her grand total 
for the day was four hens 
and two roosters! 

By the end of the auc¬ 
tion day at 3 p.m. we had 
purchased a porch swing, 
two rose bushes, one rat¬ 
tan chair, three boxes 
of random books, dishes 
and other junk and six 
chickens. All the animals 
were in cardboard boxes 
or a box with wire across 
the top. All were placed 
methodically in the back 
of the red truck, although 
it did look much like the 
Clampetts at this point. 

Prior to the auction we 
had planned to meet with 
family at the Red Lobster 
Restaurant in Lexington. 
My daughter Annie was 
home for spring break, 
after being home for the 
week. We had discussed 
going back home to 
Powell County to unload 
our prizes, but had sim¬ 
ply run out of time. 

We decided to just go 
on North to Lexington 
and park in an unsuspi¬ 
cious place where no one 
would see the truck from 
Beverly Hills-chickens 
included. 

Once parked, we went 
inside, to realize that 
everyone else who had 
been to the Sweet 16 
Tournament was also 
inside waiting impatient¬ 
ly. It was an hour and 
twenty minute wait. 

So waited we did, but 
we made attempts to talk 
with family members and 
joked about the events of 
the day. All was well, until 
the wind started blow¬ 
ing and we saw one, then 
two chickens fly from the 
back end of the red pick¬ 
up truck. 

Keep in mind we are 
in Lexington, Kentucky 
in the front parking lot 
of a nice restaurant with 
a standing room crowd 
waiting for their Lobster 


Feast of the weekend. 

At this point, what do 
you do? 

We started chasing 
chickens in the parking 
lot! 

Green legged chickens 
must have some game 
chicken in them because 
they can fly like birds. 

We chased chickens 
throughout the parking 
lot. The birds fly over and 
under cars and trucks. 
My son in law is chasing 
chickens with a box in his 
hands, encouraging them 
to get back inside. 

We soon realize that 
many people once inside, 
are now outside in the 
parking lot, watching 
the crazy red-neck fam¬ 
ily chase chickens in the 
Red Lobster parking lot. 
Many have their I-pods, 
taking pictures. I just 
know we are on Youtube 
in the morning. 

One large disgruntled 
lady commented “Only 
in Kentucky”! I think I 
commented if someone 
wins $10,000.00 that I 
get half! 

Finally, after much 
chasing and rolling under 
shrubs in the parking lot, 
my brother, the chick¬ 
en chaser from Lincoln 
County wrestled both 
chickens to the ground 
and back in their wire 
cage. 

He held the final green 
legged hen up in the air 
by her green legs in tri¬ 
umphant victory. The 
crowd claps their hands. 
People took more pictures 


with their I-pods. 

My daughter was mor¬ 
tified and embarrassed 
beyond therapy! She 
was ready to go back to 
Savannah, Georgia. 

Within minutes, luckily 
they called our name to 
eat inside. We marched 
through the crowd, to our 
table for 12. My daughter 
could not speak during 
the whole meal. She was 
still in shock. 

I refrained from telling 
my wife that I told her so 
that night. 

All animals (includ¬ 
ing children), come with 
many hours of prob¬ 
lems and life scheduling 
changes. 

We made it back to 
Cane Creek, late that 
night, tired and exhaust¬ 
ed from the day's activi¬ 
ties. The chickens and 
roosters have a nice shed/ 
coop to stay in although 
the donkey does not like 
the new creatures in his 
loafing shed. 

The daughter has gone 
back to Georgia for her 
final quarter of school 
and the hens are content, 
laying an egg each day. 
God is Good! 

The zookeeper makes 
her way each morning 
to gather her eggs and 
check on all her crea¬ 
tures. She'll be OK until 
that first snake finds his 
way into the hen house, 
then that will be another 
story all its own.

Volunteers will be out in force the third full week in 
March to spring clean highways in Breathitt, Estill, 
Lee, Magoffin, Menifee, Morgan, Owsley, Perry, Powell 
and Wolfe counties. The Transportation Cabinet 
(KYTC) announces that Adopt-a-Highway Spring 
Clean Week is March 18-24. 

“The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet appreciates 
the efforts of our Adopt-a-Highway volunteers, who 
help keep our highways and communities beauti¬ 
ful and litter-free,” Transportation Secretary Mike 
Hancock said. 

Nearly 800 groups participate in Kentucky's Adopt- 
a-Highway program, which was established in 1988. 
Volunteers clean approximately 5,100 miles of road¬ 
sides annually, setting an example of responsible 
environmental stewardship. Approximately 2 per¬ 
cent of eligible roadways in the 10 counties in the 
Department of Highways District 10 is adopted. 

The Adopt-a-Highway program promotes public 
environmental awareness and supports tourism. The 
program also creates a partnership between citizens, 
community and government, and establishes a sense 
of pride in the Bluegrass State. 

GlT INVOLVED! 

How can you contribute to the community, make 


a difference, send a message and educate others 
- all while having fun with friends and family? Join 
Kentucky's Adopt-a-Highway Program. By taking 
personal responsibility for an area roadway, you set an 
example in your community.

Yet, as the end of life 
approached, Gould is credited with saying, “I suppose I am the most miserable 
man on earth.” Too, happiness does not depend upon the absence of trouble. Even 
in the midst of hardship and trouble that may come at a moment to anyone, true 
happiness consisting of joy, contentment, and inner peace may be experienced.

Finally, spring is here and that 
means time to work on calving 
cows now and for the fall

Finally Spring!!! 

I have to start out my 
news article with a spe¬ 
cial “thank you” to many 
of the members of the 
Powell County Livestock 
Producers Association. 
Last Thursday they 
formed a caravan of 24 
members, along with 
Powell County EMS direc¬ 
tor, Danny McCormick 
and Powell County 
Judge Executive, James 
Anderson to West Liberty 
in Morgan County 

With the help of 
Kentucky State Police, 
they served 500 ham¬ 
burgers and 800 hotdogs 
to the workers out in 
the field and in the town 
that day who were using 
chainsaws, pulling lines 
and piling debris. It was a 
very humbling experience 
and we were very humbly 
and gratefully received. 
It was a day most of us 
will not soon forget. 

Back on the farm, tem¬ 
peratures this week and 
for the next few days are 
to be in the 70’s. This just 
seems like another set 
of extremes for our win¬ 
ter/early spring weather 
pattern. We all just are 
hoping that it stays this 
way, but we have seen 
some March months that 
came in like a lamb and 
went out like a lion! As 
I visit local farm stores, 
I already see onion sets, 
cabbage plants and seed 
potatoes ready for the 
planting. Can spring not 
be too far behind? 

For many of our beef 
cattle producers, this 
weather is picture-perfect 
for having those new baby 
calves. I have attached a 
few beef cattle notes for 
this month, just as a sim¬ 
ple reminder. Consider 
this a “to do” list for beef 
cattle farmers. 

Spring-Calving Cows 

The spring calving 
season should be in full 
swing now; top priority 
should be to get a live 
calf and keep cows in suf¬ 
ficient body condition to 
rebreed early. 

• Calving areas 
should be accessible and 
as clean and as free of 
mud as possible. Pastures 


which have good sod and 
are close to facilities work 
best. 

• Check cows at least 
twice daily and first-calf 
heifers more frequently 
than that. Be ready to 
assist those not making 
progress after 1 to 2 hours 
of hard labor. Chilled 
calves should be dried 
and warmed as soon as 
possible. 

• See that each 
calf gets colostrum with¬ 
in an hour of birth, or 
administer colostrum (or 
a commercial colostrum 
replacement) with an 
esophageal feeder. 

• Identify calves 
with eartags and/or tat¬ 
toos while calves are 
young and easy to handle 
and record birthdate and 
Dam ID. Commercial 
male calves should be 
castrated and implant¬ 
ed as soon as possible. 
Registered calves should 
be weighed in the first 24 
hours. 

• Separate cows that 
have calved and increase 
their feed . Energy sup¬ 
plementation to cows 
receiving hay is neces¬ 
sary to prepare them for 
rebreeding. For example, 
a 1250 lb cow giving 25 
lb/day of milk would need 
about 25 lb of fescue hay 
and 5 lb of concentrate 
daily or 12 hay and 14 lb 
of concentrate (if you are 
limiting hay) to maintain 
condition. If you need 
to go from a condition 
score of 4 to 5, you will 
need to add about 2 more 
lb of concentrate. Cows 
must be in good condition 
to conceive early in the 
upcoming breeding sea¬ 
son. 

• Watch for calf scours! 
If scours become a prob¬ 
lem, move cows which 
have not calved to a clean 
pasture. Be prepared to 
give fluids to scouring 
calves that become dehy¬ 
drated. Consult your 
veterinarian for advice 
and send fecal samples 
to diagnostic lab to deter¬ 
mine which drug therapy 
will be most effective. Try 
to avoid feeding hay in 
excessively muddy areas 
to avoid contamination of 
the dams’ udders. 

• Continue grass tetany 
prevention. Be sure that 
the mineral mix contains 
magnesium and that 
cows consume adequate 
amounts. You can feed 
the UK Beef IRM High 
Magnesium mineral. 

• Vaccinate calves 
for clostridial diseases 
(Blackleg, Malignant 
Edema) as soon as pos¬ 
sible. You might choose to 
do this at the prebreeding

working in late April or 
early May. 

• Prepare bulls for the 
breeding season. Increase 
feed if necessary to have 
bulls in adequate condi¬ 
tion for breeding. 

• Obtain yearling 
measurements on bulls 
and heifers this month 
(weight, height, pelvic 
area, scrotal circumfer¬ 
ence, ultrasound data, 
etc.) if needed for spe¬ 
cial sales. Heifers should 
reach their target weight 
(65% of mature weight) 
by the breeding season. 

• Finalize plans for your 
spring breeding program. 
Purchase new bulls at 
least 30 days before the 
breeding season - demand 
performance records 
and check health history 
including immunizations. 
Use visual evaluation 
and expected progeny dif¬ 
ferences (EPD’s) to select 
a bull that fits your pro¬ 
gram. Order semen now, 
if using artificial insemi¬ 
nation. 

Fall-Calving Cows 

• Bull should be away 
from the cows now! 

• Creep feed calves with 
grain, by-products or high 
quality forage. Calves 
will not make satisfac¬ 
tory gains on the dam’s 
milk alone after about 4 
mos. of age - since there 
isn’t much pasture in 
March, fall calves need 
supplemental nutrition. 
Consider creep grazing 
on wheat pasture, if avail¬ 
able. Calves can also be 
early-weaned. 

• Calves intended 
for feeders should be 
implanted. 

• Plan to pregnancy 
check cows soon. 

General 

• Renovation and fertil¬ 
ization of pastures should 
be completed by the end 
of the month if possible. 

• If you have a dry, 
sunny day, use chain-link 
harrow to spread manure 
in areas where cattle 
have overwintered. This 
may be done in conjunc¬ 
tion with renovation. 

• Plan for a feeding 
area with filter fabric and 
crushed rocks, if mud is 
a problem this year. You 
can check on cost-share 
availability. 

• Watch for lice and 
treat if needed. 

• Start thistle control. 
They can be a severe 
problem in Kentucky pas¬ 
tures. Chemical control 
must be done early to be 
effective. 

• Repair fences, equip¬ 
ment and handling facili¬ 
ties.
